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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As the applicant has stated and as seen in 
figures 30-32 of Patterson et al. (5,941,869), "structural members 96 radiate outward from a proximal ring attached to actuator 94." It is 
precisely at that proximal ring, where, as the claim states, "the proximal ends of the struts form an open, generally circular mouth/' which 
receives the shaft 56. The rejection of 3/10/04 is maintained. 
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
